and better Conveniency of Living, and 
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did by. the Encouragement of the then 
Government, Repair to and Settle upon 
a certain Place now called and known 
by the Name of X. gſton, in the Pariſh 
of St. Audrems, on the Harbour of Fort- 
Royal aforeſaid, and have with great 
Trouble and Charge made a conſidera- 
ble Progreſs in Building and Settling 
there, and being willing and deſirous there 
to continue by Reaſon of the convenient 
Situation of the Place, and Commodi- 

ouſneſs of the Channel and Habour.

And be it farther enacted by the Au-

Perſon, that ſhall have Care. of ſuch 
Slave or Slaves, ſo hiding or entertaining 
any Runaway or Runaways, and ſhall in 
any wiſe endeavour to prevent ſuch Cor- 
ion or Whipping as aforeſaid, upon 
Proof thereof, ſhall e Forty Shillings, 
to be recovered before any Juſtice, of the 
Peace; the one half to the Uſe of the 

Pariſh, the other half to the Informer. 
And be it farther enacted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That if any Freeman 
or Servant ſhall kill or take any rebelli- 
ous Slave or Slaves, he or they ſhall forth» 
with receive as a Reward Five Pounds 
currant Money; and if any Slave or 
Slaves ſhall kill. or take any ſuch rebelli- 
ous Slave or Slaves, he or they {hall re- 
ceive Forty Shillings of like Money, and 
a Serge Coat with a red Croſs. on the 
right Shoulder, which the Church-War- 
dens of each of the reſpective Pariſhes 
| Where ſuch rebellious Slave or Slaves ſhall 
be killed or taken, are hereby requir'd to 
pay out of the Pariſh Stock; and in Caſe 
there be not ſo much of the Pariſh Money 
in the ſaid Church-Wardens Hands, that 
he or they pay the ſame out of their own 
| Money, 
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Money, which is to be reimbursd to 
him or them, out of the firſt Money 
raiſed in the next Year's Tax, together 
with Intereſt for fo ready Payment of 
the faid Sum: And if the fucceeding 
Church-Wardens for the Tear enſuing, 
Mall refuſe to pay and allow whatſoever 
Sum or Sums are expended by virtue of 
this Clauſe, that the ſame ſhall be heard 
and determined by any Juſtice of the Peace 
n the Precincts, in the ſame manner as is 
provided in an Act, Entitled, An Ad im. 
powering Jaſtices of the Peace to decide Dif- 
ferences not exceeding Forty Shilling. 
And be it farther enacted by the Au-

that when, and as often as any of the 
aforemention'd Crimes are committed by 


more than one Slave, that ſhall deſerve

and in all ſuch Caſes only, one of the ſaid 
Criminals ſhall ſuffer Death, as exemplary 
to the reſt, who are to be returned to 
the Owners, after having receiv'd ſuch 
corporal Puniſhment as the ſaid Juſtices 
and Freeholders aforeſaid ſhall think fit 
to inflict ; which Owner or Owners of 
Slave or Slaves ſo deliver'd back, ſhall 
bear proportionably the Loſs of the ſaid 
Slave ſo put to Death: And the Owner

hey, and ſhall cauſe the fame to be ſold 
at publick Ovur-cry, to ſatisfy the faid 
Money ſb allorted them; to pay and re- 
tlirn the Overplus, if any, to the Perſon 
concern'd; firſt deducting Twelve Pence

And be it farther enacted by the Au- 
thority aforefaid; That if any Perſon ſhall 
hide; conceal, or make away with any 
Slave ot Slaves, ſuſpected to be guilty of 
any capital Offence, and not upon De- 
mand, bring forth the Slave or Slaves 
ſuch Perſon ſhall forfeit One Hund 
Pounds. 

And be it farther enacted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That if any White Ser- 
vant ſhall be taken ſtealing any Wood or 
Timber whatfoever; or any Fark fit for 
Tanning, and be thereof convicted before 
any Two of his Majeſty's Juſtices of the 
Peace, the Maſter or Miſtreſs of the ſaid 
White Servant or Setvants ſo offendingz 
ſhall pay unto the Owner or Proprietof

Slave or Slaves, before the making of this 
AQ, have maliciouſly given or attempted

immediately to raiſe the ſaid Men, -to

And be it farther enacted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That no Perſon what- 
ſoever ſhall permit or give Leave to any 
Slave or Slaves of their own, or under 
their Care, to hire out themſelves; or if 
any Perſon whatſoever ſhall hire any 
Slave or Slaves in any other Way or 
Manner than of their Maſters, Miſtreſſes, 
or other Perſon impower d to Let the 


ſaid Slave or Slaves to hire, or permit 
them to Travel about the Country; or if 
any Owner or Owners ſhall contract with 
his, her or their Slave or Slaves, for any 
Sum of Money or other Conſideration 
whatſoever, to give Liberty to the ſaid 
Slave or Slaves to imploy themſelves as 
they ſhall think fit, paying ſuch Sum of 
Money or other Conſideration he, ſhe or 
they ſhall forfeit the Sum of Forty Shil- 
lings for every ſuch Offence, to be re- 
cover'd before any Juſtice of the Peace, 
one half to the Informer, the other half ro 
be paid to the Church-Wardens of the 
Pariſh, for the Uſe .of the Pariſh where 
ſuch Offence is committed; and if any 
Slaye or Slaves ſhall buy or fell in any 
Place or Market whatſoever, any other 
Goods. than ſuch as properly belong to 
their Owners, or are bought for their 
Owner's Uſe, or are expreſs'd in a Ticket 
from their Owner or-Overſeer, ſuch Slave 
or Slaves, upon Complaint made to a 
Juſtice of the Peace, ſhall immediately be 
whipp'd by Order, and at the Diſcretion 
of the ſaid Juſtice; and whoſoever ſhall 
receive from, or buy or fell with ſuch
